3. Claims 18-51 are allowed. 

Claims 18, 39, 42, and 51 recite "connecting the first conductive material to conductive 
parts that extend upwardly on opposite sides of the second conductive material beyond the 
second depth" or "connecting the plurality of substantially parallel second conductive elements 
to conductive parts that extend upwardly on opposite sides of the first buried layer beyond the 
first depth adjacent outer ones of the plurality of substantially parallel first conductive elements". 

These features in combination with the other elements of the claim are neither disclosed 
nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

Claims 19-38, 40, 41, and 43-50 variously depend from claims 18, 39, or 42, they are 
allowed for the same reason.
